JOE CASTRO WITH VIEW TO 
RESTORING HIS HEALTH. 


LEADING FINANCIERS OF FIVE 
COUNTIES TO MEET IN THIS 
CITY SEPTEMBER 18TH; WILL 
BE SHOWN THROUGH PLANTS. 


South San Francisco showed its big, 
warm heart Monday night when 
within a few minutes a group gath¬ 
ered at the city. hall to attend the 
meeting of the city trustees sub¬ 
scribed almost $300 to assist an un¬ 
fortunate ex-soldier of this city. The 
money was gathered in one of the 
most spontaneous outpourings of 
kind-heartedness ever seen here. 

The company, about forty in all, 
had gathered at the city hall in an¬ 
swer to an invitation issued by the 
trustees for all men who saw service 
in the war to come to the meeting and 
talk over plans for a welcome-home 
celebration to be held here shortly. 
During the meeting a letter was read 
by City Clerk W. J. Smith from Dr. 
Richards, superintendent of the state 
hospital for the insane at Ukiah, ad¬ 
vising the board that he would be glad 
to offer the hospitality of the institu¬ 
tion to any physician that this city 
wished to send there to examine Joe 
Castro, a soldier from this city, sent 
to Ukiah because of mental derange¬ 
ment caused by a wound in the head 
received at the battle of Chateau 
Thierry. City Attorney J. W. Cole- 
berd informed the board that it could 
not lawfully pay the doctor’s expenses 
or fees as a city board. It was then 
proposed to start a subscription 
among those in the hall, and within 
ten minutes $295.50 had been sub¬ 
scribed for the purpose. And of that 
amount $257 was paid in on the spot 
in cash and checks. The subscrip¬ 
tions ranged from the $25 given by 
W. J.. Martin, who started the ball 
rolling, to $1. Several gave $25, many 
gave $10 or $5; everybody gave what 
he could with a hearty good will. If 
more money is needed it is believed 
there will be no trouble in raising 
several times the sum given at the 
meeting among the merchants of 
South San Francisco. After seeing 
the way the money poured in at the 
council meeting, no man could say 
that people in this city begrudge 
money to any cause that is worthy. 

Reject Bid for Bonds. 

Only one bid was received by the 
city clerk for the $129,000 issue of 
bonds voted by this city for the erec¬ 
tion of a city hall, the installing of a 
fire alarm system, and for extensions 
to the sewer system. This bid, 
tendered by the William R. Staats 
Company of San Francisco, was for 
face value, $593 premium, and ac¬ 
crued interest to date of delivery. The 
board, believing a better price can be 
obtained for the bonds, instructedvihe 
clerk to reject the bid and return the 
certified check for $6500 that accom¬ 
panied it. 

A letter was read from the State 
Board of Health urging this city to 
send its health officer to the eleventh 
annual conference of health officers, 
to be held at Riverside in October. The 
clerk was instructed to advise the 
state board that Dr. J. C. McGovern, 
local health officer, would attend if 
possible. 

A petition from A. Cabana for per¬ 
mission to hold dances at his road¬ 
house near the shipyard, was read and 
occasioned considerable -discussion 
among the board members. It was 
finally tabled. 


September 13th the city of South 
San Francisco is to entertain a com¬ 
pany of the leading business men of 
San Mateo, Santa Clara, Santa Cruz, 
San Benito and Monterey counties. 
The visitors-to-be are members of 
Group 3 of the California Bankers’ 
Association, who will meet here in 
convention on the date named. About 
100 of the most influential men of 
these five counties will attend the 
donventin, and every effort 1 b to be 
put forth by the local committee in 
charge of the program for their enter¬ 
tainment to see that they have a good 
time and go away with a clearer 
knowledge of this city, its great in¬ 
dustrial interests and its future possi¬ 
bilities than, perhaps, most of them 
now possess. 

To Visit Industries. 

So far as plans for the occasion 
have gone, each prospective visitor 
will receive a day or two before the 
convention date a neat folder describ¬ 
ing this city and its Industries. All 
are to bo urged to arrive here early on 
the day of the ionvention, and a trip 
through some of the biggest plants is 
planned. The convention falls on 
Saturday, hut arrangements are to be 
made with the Schaw-Batcher ship¬ 
yards, the Western Meat plant, the 
Pacific Coast Steel plant, and others if 
time will permit to have work going 
on that day as usual for the visitors’ 
benefit. 

Afternoon's Program. 

The convention will be called to 
order at 3 o’clock in the afternoon in 
Fraternal Hall. A nuniber of noted 
speakers will bo present to address 
the visitors. Among these; will bo 
Charles F. Stern, state superintendent 
of banks, who will speak on "Amend¬ 
ments to the Bank Act”; H. C. Carr 
of Porterville, Calif.,, whose subject 
is “Livestock,” and Edward Elliott of 
the Federal Reserve Bank, who will 
talk on state banks joining the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve. It was hoped to have 
Senator James Phelan present to 
speak on the Japanese question, but 
Senator Phelan has telegraphed that 
press of business engagements makes 
it impossible for him to attend.

At 7 o’clock in the evening the 
party will banquet at Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin, San Bruno. The toastmaster 
for the evening lias not yet been 
chosen. The local committee in 
charge of arrangements for the con¬ 
vention and its attendant features 
consists of P. R. Thompson, E. C.

One of Best-Known Residents of This 
City Passes Away; Was Uni¬ 
versally Respected. 


Bay to Start With Parade; Mayor to 
Give Address of Welcome; Grand 
Ball at Night. 


Funeral services were held in this 
city Wednesday afternoon for Harry 
Edwards, aged 57 years, a resident of 
South San Francisco since 1891 and a 
member of the first board of trustees 
elected after the incorporation of the 
town. Mr. Edwards had hundreds of 
friends in this city, was, in fact, one 
of the best-known residents of the 
town. He was universally respected 
for his sterling qualities and liked for 
his genial personality. 

Mr. Edwards was for many years 
ait employee of the W. P. Fuller plant. 
About three months ago he contracted 
lead poisoning. Taken to the Red 
Cross Hospital at San Mateo, he was 
later removed to a private sanitarium 
at Los Gatos, where he died last Sun¬ 
day. He leaves no relatives so far as 
is known.. He hud a son and a 
daughter, both of whom gave their 
lives in the war, the son being killed 
in action while a member of the 
British army, the daughter dying of 
influenza while serving as a Red Crons 
nurse. Both lived in England, the 
land of Mr. Edwards’ nativity. 

The deceased was a member of the 
Loyal Order of Moose, Improved 
Order of Rtd Men and the Fraternal 
Order of Eagles, and the funeral serv¬ 
ices were conducted undes the com¬ 
bined .auspices of the three lodges. 
Many beautiful floral pieces were sent 
in from lodges, from friends, from 
tho Fuller Company and from the 
trustees of this city. The Rev. D. 
Stevens officiated at tho funeral serv¬ 
ices. W. J. Smith, M. Duffy, George 
Kiessling, Wiliam Pitt, W. C. Schneider 
and A. McSweeney acted as pall¬ 
bearers. S. NIeri had charge of the 
funeral arrangements, burial being at 
Cypress Lawn Cemetery. 


The committee on arrangements for 
the “welcome home” celebration to be 
given by the city of South San Fran¬ 
cisco to its returned service men has 
mapped out a tentative plan that gives 
promise of making it a day long to 
be remembered. September 20th has 
been chosen for the occasion. 

The program will start with a parade 
at 10 o'clock in the morning. After 
passing through several of the prin¬ 
cipal streets of the city, the men in 
line will be reviewed at the band¬ 
stand on Grand avenue by Mayor G. 
W. Holston and city officials. 

Following the review, a program of 
addresses, music, and singing will 
take place, the first number being the 
playing of "The Star-Spangled Ban¬ 
ner” by the San Mateo county band 
of thirty pieces, followed by an ad¬ 
dress of welcome by the mayor. Ad¬ 
dresses by Judge E. E. Cunningham, 
W. J. Martin and perhaps others will 
be interspersed with singing by the 
gathering and music by the band. 

At noon a luncheon will be served 
by the ladies of the town to the men 
from all branches in the basement of 
the Fraternal Hall. As each man 
takes his place at the table he will 
find there a beautiful token of appre¬ 
ciation from the city of South San 
Francisco for his gallant services in 
the war. 

At 2:30 there will be a concert given 
by the band at the bandstand. The 
day will end with a grand ball in the 
evening at Fraternal Hall. If pos¬ 
sible the California quartet of San 
Francisco will be secured to enliven 
the evening with vocal numbers. 

The route for the parade as planned 
at present follows: Starting at the 
S. P. tracks, west on Grand avenue to 
Maple avenue, south on Maple to 
Baden, west on Baden to Spruce, 
north on Spruce to Grand, east on 
Grand to the bandstand. 


A VISIT TO THE PLANTS WHERE 
GLUE AND FERTILIZERS <ARE 
MINT’D; THE WOOL PULLERY, 
THE ICE AND BOX FACTORIES. 


LITTLE JOURNEYS THROUGH THE 
INDUSTRIAL PLANTS OF SOUTH 
SAN FRANCISCO, THE HOME OF 
MANUFACTURING INTERESTS. 


Because of the limited space avail¬ 
able, several departments of the big 
Western Meat plant were omitted in 
last week’s industrial story in The 
Enterprise, so will be treated today. 
Tills article will deal with the so- 
called “by-products” of a modern 
packing plant, tho products which, 
by old-time slaughtering methods, 
were largely wasted, but by mpdern 
scientific management are utilized to 
tho extent of thousands of dollars 
annually. This salvaging of nominally 
waste material at the Western plant is 
interesting for its thoroughness, for 
the degree to which it has been de¬ 
veloped. 

In the Glue Fuctory, 

Under the floor of the main room 
at the plant’s glue factory is a series 
of vats, fifty-four in number, where 
the large sinews from the feet of 
cattle and sheep are soaked In lime 
water for from ten to twelve weeks. 
This softens the big cords. Then they 
are washed in three tub-like washers, 
sixteen feet in diameter and four feet 
deep, being kept in motion by an ap¬ 
paratus like an ^normous butter- 
worker. After this soaking a mini¬ 
mum of heat will separate the part 
that goes into glue. 

Scraps of hide, ears, and other 
parts of tl»e carcass go into the glue 
cookers also. Down in the cellar are 
tanks that receive the liquor from the 
cookers. This includes the liquid ob¬ 
tained by cooking bones in the fer¬ 
tilizer works. 

From the cookers the liquid is car¬ 
ried up into big steam evaporators-, 
where most of the moisture is re¬ 
moved. Then it is taken out into pans 
about a foot square and six or eight 
inches deep. In these it stands in a 
cooling room for from thirty-six to 
forty-eight hours and becomes of a 
tough, leathery consistency. 

Slicing and Drying.

a week. Two cars of box-shook are 
used here a month. Last year 189,000 
boxes were turned out of this factory. 

In the back of the main part of the 
packing plant is a building 30x120 
feet, three stories high, entirety given 
over to dressing rooms with clothing 
lockers for the men. Each gang has 
its own dressing room, each room has 
its own shower baths. 

In the Laboratory. 

One of the most important depart¬ 
ments of the entire plant has been left 
till the last. No rush of activity there 
as in other departments. In a room 
filled with test tubes, retorts, bottles, 
and thingumbobs of a hundred kinds, 
one serious-looking young man with 
large horn-rimmed spectacles labors, 
and every part of the entire plant is 
more or less under his watchful care, 
for F. Albro is the plant chemist and 
this is his laboratory. Salt, saltpeter, 
spices and other things used in the 
plant come to him for analysis, fer¬ 
tilizers and soaps are made according 
to his formulas. Another of Mr. Al- 
bro’s duties is acting as first aid 
doctor. 

"My duties along that line are not 
as heavy as they were before July 
1st,” said Mr. Albro, with a smile. It 
was Mr. Snyder who explained that 
during July there had been only one- 
fifth as many Monday morning acci¬ 
dents as during June. 

One could spend a week inspecting 
the Western Meat plant and still not 
see everything worth seeing, but the 
writer saw enough to convince him it 
is a mighty big institution, a credit to 
the packing industry and to the city 
of South San Francisco. 


With Many Prospectlves ‘Still to Be 
Seen Subscriptions Now Reach 
Over $1600. 


one end nine-foot fans keep a current 
of air circulating; first cool air that 
forms a skin over the slabs of glue 
and keeps them from melting, then 
warm air that drys and hardens them. 
Aft^r Being dried to almost the hard¬ 
ness of stone the glue is ground to a 
coarse powder. 

Many Varieties. 

To most persons glue is glue and 
that is the end of it, but as a matter 
of fact some thirty-four grades of 
glue are made at the Western plaqt, 
and these grades have a hundred sub¬ 
grades from a clear white glue to a 
deep brown. Hundreds of industries 
use glue for hundreds of different 
purposes. J. O. Snyder, superintend¬ 
ent of the Western Meat plant, stated 
that glue was divided into eleven 
kinds, according to strength and ad¬ 
hesive quality, while between each two 
kinds are some ten points of varia¬ 
tion. 

Odor Is Paramount. 

The fertilizer works has one thing 
in common with the glue factory— 
odor is paramount.. There are more 
kinds of smells than grades of glue, 
and each seems worse than the last. 
It remains for some inventive genius 
to rise with a scheme for converting 
odors into motive power. Several mil¬ 
lion horsepower in smells is now 
wasted at the Western Meat’s glue 
and fertilizer factories, the only "by¬ 
products” not utilized. 

At the rear of the main building is 
a catchbasin, through which all wash¬ 
ings from the floors of the many 
rooms pass. Here the grease is re¬ 


The canvassing of South San Fran¬ 
cisco in the interests of the Y. M. C.

oil, then dried and go into fertilizer. 

There are as many kinds of fer¬ 
tilizer as of glue and of smells. Every 
crop has a special fertilizer, every soil 
requires a fertilizer that supplies the 
chemical properties it lacks. • 

In the Wool Pullery. 

The “wool pullery” employs from 
thirty-five to forty-five men treating 
the sheep skins and the wool. The 
wool is removed with a depilatory 
that looks like dark paint. Spread on 
the fleshy side of the skin it pene¬ 
trates to the roots of the wool and 
loosens it so it can be scraped off. 
The skins are then treated to a process 
of curing for two or three weeks be¬ 
fore going to the tannery. The wool, 
thoroughly cleansed and graded, is 
shipped to the mills to be made into 
scratchy underclothing and rabbits’ 
feet to frisk powder on my lady’s 
nose. 

The hides of the cattle are cared 
for In the cellar under the main part 
of the packing plant, where there is 
storage room for about 10,000 hides. 
They are packed in salt for thirty 
days before going to the tannery. 

Ice and Boxes. 

All the ice used in the cars that 
carry the Western Meat Company’s 
varied products to market is made in 
its own factory. This factory has a 
400 tons per day capacity. 

All the company’s boxes are also 
made in its own factory, a plant that 
can turn out from 4000 to 6000 boxes

San Francisco, August.—Banks of 
the twelfth federal reserve district 
have ordered 60,000 hand grenades 
which were ready for shipment to the 
American expeditionary forces when 
the armistice was signed, and which 
have been turned over to the treasury 
department for use as savings banks 
to stimulate thrift. THe only altera¬ 
tion made in the hand grenades to 
convert them into savings banks was 
the removal of the T. N. T. charge 
and the cutting of a slot as a coin¬ 
way. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of San 
Francisco, which is handling the dis¬ 
tribution of the grenades to the banks 
an d trust companies, anticipates 
orders aggregating 100,000 of the war 
souvenirs. Robert E. Smith, director 
of the war loan organization for the 
twelfth federal reserve district, said: 
“These American-made hand grenades 
constitute one of the best souvenirs 
.of the war one could possibly get. 
Some months ago an eastern firm 
managed to get some of them and dis¬ 
posed of them readily at one dollar 
each.” 

It is planned to distribute the gren¬ 
ade banks to the public through banks 
and trust companies exclusively. The 
only conditions imp'osed by the treas¬ 
ury department are that to gain 
ownership of a grenade: 

Persons 1 to 12 years of age must 
purchase one $5 war savings stamp. 

Persons 12 to 18 must purchase at 
least two $5 war savings stamps. 

Persons over 18 years must buy 
either one $100 or one $1000 treasury 
savings certificate, which is the big 
brother to the war savings stamp, 
being the same 4 per cent interest 
compounded quarterly and running 
for five years. 

“Naturally the supply of grenades 
is limited,” said Director Smith. 
“Orders ftir them will be filled in the 
order received, and after the supply 
is exhausted no more will be manu¬ 
factured. Eastern banks and trust 
companies have asked for hundreds 
of thousands of them. In all, the war 
department had only 15,000,000.” 

The grenades are expected to arrive 
in San Francisco within thirty days.
